Pulp mill 
tenders 
to be called 


Tenders for the construction 
of a multi-million dollar pulp 
mill near Prince Albert may 
be called for by August 15 in 
order that construction may 
be started this fall. 

This announcement was made by 
M. A. Campbell, project manager 
of Statler Hurter and Company of 
Montreal who are preparing plans 
and specifications for the mill. Mr. 
Campbell said that his firm is now 
in the “second stage’ of the engi- 
neering development. 

The 50 to 60 million dollar pulp 
mill, Saskatchewan's first, will be 
Built by Waskesiu Forest Products 
Ltd., a company headed by R. G. 
Campbell of Vancouver, on a site 
10 miles northeast of Prince Al- 
bert, The mill will provide direct 
employment for an estimated 3,000 
workers, and producé 600 tons of 
pulp daily. 

Commenting on Mr, Campbell’s 
announcement, Resources minister 
J. H. Brockelbank, said he was 
pleased with the satisfactory pro- 
gress being made towards the con- 
etruction of the mill, 


Prairie Publishers Limited, a co- 
operative of more than 100 weekly 
mewspapers in Western Canada, 
recently petitioned the Saskatche- 
wan Government to urge upon 
those charged with the erection 
and operation of the proposed pulp 
mill, the vital necessity of the 
establishment of a newsprint pro- 
@uction mill in conjunction with 
this project, in order to increase 
the supply of newsprint. 

Urging every possible support 
the resolution by Prairie Publish- 
ers, was sent to Premier T. C. 
Douglas, the president of the Can- 
atian Daily Newspapers Associa- 
tion, secretary-managers of pro- 
vincial weekly newspapers associa- 
tions and others, pointing up the 
“stringent newsprint quote basis” 
under which Canadian newspapers 
have to operate due to the short- 
age of this commodity. 


New plants 
may be useful 


Plant introductions have played 
an important role in the develop- 
ment of Canadian agriculture. 
Buch familiar ‘species as timothy, 
erchard grass, brome red clover 
and white-clover were introduced 
during the past 75 years. In more 
recent times, plants such as soy- 
beans, crested wheat grass, birds- 
foot trefoil and Ladino clover have 
made important contributions. 
What are the possibilities that 
ether useful plants may become 
available? 

Probably most of the potential 
mew crop plans have been survey- 
ed. But, particularly in the field 
of forage production, the full cap- 
abilities of many kinds of plants 
gre still unknown. Accordingly, 
the various experimental farms are 
continuing to study new plant in- 
troductions. obtained from many 
parts of the world. 

One phase of this work at the 

. Experimental Farm, Nappan, says 
Dr. F. 8. Warren, is the study of 
these introductions for their pos- 
sible value in erosion control on 
mewly constructed dikes, Tall 
wheat grass was found to be. par- 
ticularly useful for this purpose. 
Another grass, bluejoint sandgrass 
(Calamagrostis epigeous) has 
shown such a vigorously creeping 
habit that it too may find a use 
in dike seeding. 

Water meadowgrass (Clyceria 
maxima) grows well in wet areas 
and shallow ponds, It is productive, 
relatively high in protein content, 
and if it proves palatable to live- 
atock, could aid in transforming 
waste areas into productive pas- 
ture. Other plants of interest are 
fupins for seed production and 
brown, pod vetch as high protein 
addition to forage mixtures, While 
less than one percent of the many 
introductions tested are ever like- 
ly to become usable crops, even 
that small proportion makes the 
gearch worthwhile,

Sodium vapor lights on three 
month trial at Viscount, Sask. 


For the first time in Saskatchewan's electrical history, 
sodium vapor lights have been installed as part of a town 
street lighting system. The amber-colored lights have been 
installed at Viscount, Saskatchewan, by the Saskatchewan 
Power Corporation, for a three-month trial period. 


The thoroughfare known as 
Highway 14 on provincial maps 
and Bangor Avenue to the resi- 
dents of Viscount is the scene of 
the experiment, 

T. J. Tallon, Jr., a town coun- 
cillor, suggested the use of sodium 
vapor lights at the two highway 
entrances to the town, as warn- 
ings to motorists that they were 
approaching a populated area and 
should reduce speed. The sugges- 
tion met with immediate approval 
and was supplemented by the 
idea of installing the amber lights 
along the entire street. The com- 
pleted job now shows six-140 watt 
sodium vapor lamps, with 16-125 
watt and five-250 watt mercury 
vapor lights completing the instal- 
lation on Viscount streets. 


Less power used 

In explaining the economical 
aspects of sodium vapor, J. L. 
Campbell of the Power Corpora- 
tion said they reduced the monthly 
coat of lighting due to the produc- 
tion of a greater quantity of light 
with less power consumption. 
Units of lights, which are measur~ 
ed in lumens, are produced at the 
rate of approximately 80 per watt, 
which means that a 140-watt sodi- 
um vapor lamp produces 11,000 
lumens as compared to 20 lumens 
per watt from an incandescent 
lamp or 10,000 lumens from a 250- 
watt mercury vapor light. 

Mr. Campbell said: ‘Sodium 
vapor is the most efficient light 
source available. There is the pos- 
sibility of wide use for this light- 
ing on hills, narrow bridge ap- 
proaches, highway curves and dan- 
gerous intersections. Railway 
crossing installations have begun, 
The color is one that the public 
may find unacceptable, and it is 
for this reason we are merely try- 
ing them in Viscount. We have 
agreed to remove them after the 
three-month trial period if they 
are not satisfactory.” 

The sodium lamp, which lasts 
four times as long as incandescent 
lamps, or 4,000 hours, is made in 
two parts. The inner arc-tube, U- 
shaped, contains argon gas and 
sodium. When a current flows in 
the ionized gas by the application 


U.K.'s latest rocket 
motor on display 


A prototype of Britain's latest 
rocket motor for research in the 
upper atmosphere was among ex- 
hibits on view to the press at the 
R.A.F. Research Establishment at 
Westcott, near Bicester. Known 
as the “Raven”, it is estimated it 
will travel a hundred miles up. 

It is of particular interest be- 
cause it has been especially biylt 
for the Geophysical Year 1957 and 
will have its first flight at Woo- 
mera, Australia, It is propelled 
with solid fuel which is said to be 
cheaper and more convenient to 
handle than liquid fuel, For this 
reason, considerable interest has 
been displayed in the United 
States. The “Raven” has a thrust 
of 11,500 pounds and its time of 
burning is 30 seconds.

Farmers urged 
to ensure 
hay supplies 


The annual summer job of put- 
ting up hay has taken on added 
importance for Saskatchewan 
farmers this year, according to R. 
E. McKenzie, director of the pro- 
vincial plant industry branch. 

A relatively dry season so far 
in many parts of the province, 
which will cut yields, coupled with 
a severe winter past when fodder 
reserves were drastically reduced 
or entirely used up, ha’ made it 
doubly important that farmers 
harvest all livestock feed avail- 
able. The lesser growth of grass, 
both tame and native, will also 
make winter grazing range of less 
value for winter feed, said Mr, 
McKenzie. 

All these factors, he said, point 
up to the fact that livestock own- 
ers should harvest every bit of hay 
within reach, employing every 
means known to build up a fodder 
reserve sufficient for at least two 
years, 

Road allowances, sloughs and 
grain crops which do not look good 
enough to harvest for grain all 
provide ways of supplementing the 
regular hay acreage, and should 
not be overlooked, The sooner this 
feed is cut and stacked the better 
it will be from the standpoint of 
feed value, and the operation is 
not so likely to conflict with har- 
vesting or other farm work. 

Baling of straw behind the com- 
bine is another way of garnering 
needed feed supplies, and one 
which is worthy of consideration 
since good quality straw can be 
the basis of a well-balanced diet. 

The individual farmer has the 
first responsibility to build feed re- 
serves and to keep the fodder on 
the farm where the livestock is, 
Mr. McKenzie cautioned, A feed 
shortage when roads are bad 
means heavy expenses to the live- 
stock enterprise, plus the possibil- 
ity of having to sell off part of 
the herd at an inopportune time.

Fire hazards result from lightly 
constructed cottages which are 
highly combustible, poor chimneys 
with non-approved metal stacks, 
substandard cooking, heating and 
lighting equipment and the use of 
figmmable liquids for stoves and 
outboard motors. 

Vacationers should take the fol- 
lowing precautions for a fire-free 
vacation; 

1, Have a fire extinguisher or at 
least a pail of dry sand and a pail 
of water in your cottage handy 
and ready for quick use in case 
of fire. Dry sand is an effective 
extinguisher of oil or grease fires. 

2. Do not use heating, cooking 
or electrical equipment in summer 
cottages that you would not want 
to use daily in your own home. 

3. Treat portable propane stoves 
and lamps with respect, for they 
can become extremely dangerous 
if they leak or are subjected to 
rough treatment. Store such lamps 
and stoves well away from heat- 
ing devices and out of the sun.

Arrival marks 
116th birthday 
Cunard Line 


MONTREAL.—July 4 was the 
116th birthday of the Cunard Line. 
On July 4, 1840, the Britannia 
steamed out of Liverpool with 115 
passengers for Halifax and Boston. 
She was the first vessel to sail 
regularly across the Atlantic 
Ocean and for Samuel Cunard of 
Halifax, N.S., her maiden voyage 
marked the realization of a life- 
long ambition, a scheduled steam- 
ship service betweer the Old World 
and the New. 

The 22,000-ton Cunard liner Car- 
inthia, newest and the 178th ves- 
sel of the Cunard Line completed 
her maiden voyage to Montreal 
July 3rd and was dressed overall 
with flags to mark her owners’ 
116th anniversary. 

In contrast to the little Britan- 
nia, which carried a cow on hoard 
during the voyage so that passen- 
gers could have fresh milk each 
day, the Carinthia has a complete- 
ly equipped soda fountain and dur- 
ing the voyage just completed 
4,000 meals were served each day. 
To serve these meals, the Carin- 
thia carries 14,000 pieces of cutlery 
and 16,000 pieces of china and 
glassware. 

But the pioneer Britannia was 
rot entirely overshadowed by these 
latest catering statistics, When 
she sailed proudly into Boston 
harbor on July 18, 1840, at the 
completion of her maiden voyage, 
Samuel Cunard, who was on board, 
received 1,800 invitations to din- 
ner, 

The Carinthia, which is 608 feet 
long and has nine decks, carries 
154 first class passengers and 714 
in tourist class. She is the third of 
four new 22,000-ton Cunarders 
built especially for the Canadian 
service. In the Britannia, passen- 
gers were provided with oil lamps 
in their cabins. The Carinthia's 
power station generates enough 
electricity for the needs of many 
a thriving Canadian town,

‘support urged 


Canada’s agricultural econ- 
omy was the subject of a two- 
|day meet in Winnipeg July 5 
and _6 attended by ministers 
|of agriculture and their depu- 
ities from across the country. 

The marketing of farm products, 
feed grain supplies and distribu- 
tion, farm credit, grading and in- 
spection of farm products and 
crop insurance were some of the 
problems discussed by conference 
delegates. 

The conference as a body ex- 
pressed concern about the rising 
costs of farm production and the 
fact that farmers have not fully 
shared in the buoyant condition of 

{the Canadian economy. Manitoba's 
agricuture minister, R. D. Robert- 
son, suggested that the union of 
farmers and farm organizations on 
important issues could effect the 
sort of changes needed on a na- 
tional level, E 

Ontario's deputy minister of ag- 
riculture, C. D. Graham, outlined 
the chronic trouble farmers have 
both in soil and in water conser- 
vation in his province, and dele- 
gates agreed that a comprehen- 
sive national plan was needed to 
co-ordinate programs already in 

existence such as PF.R.A., Mari- 
time Marshland Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration and the Winters Bill. 

Another issue which interested 
government agriculturists was the 
nation’s milk consumption. Ac- 
cording to F. W. Walsh, deputy 
minister of Agriculture for Nova 
Scotia, Canada’s per capita con- 
sumption is extremely low. 

Mr, Walsh suggested that farm- 
ers should compete more strenu- 
ously with makers of other food 
products. He said the U.S. had a 
National School Milk Program 
which had considerably increased 
the national intake of milk, Mr, 
Walsh said a similar program in 
Canada should, he thought, be 
worked out on a federal-provincial 
basis,

Civil Defence 


When can a small town, with its 
small population and limited re- 
sources, do to defend itself and 
help defend the rest of the coun- 
try agaist disaster, nuclear or 
Natural? The answer is “quite a 
bit.” 

Federal civil defence planners 
whose job it is to work out and 
guide into tie operationa] stage a 
disaster plan for the whole coun- 
try, say that small town or com- 
munity needs an erecutive com- 
mittee composed of the reeve and 
two or three responsible officials 
to lay down a policy, a director and 
@ small planning committee. 

These committees are made up 
of the people who head the 
various services such as welfare, 
health, police, fire, communica- 
tions and others whose knowledge 
makes them valuable to civil de 
fence planning. 

Since the role of most small 
towns and villages would be as 

“reception areas for evacuees’ from 
cities, their plans should be worked 
out iwith this role in mind. The 
women’s organizations in the 
churches ,for example, should be 
trained and ready to provide food

This same preparedness, of course 
could be applied to feeding large 
numbers of persons made homeless 
suddenly by a flood or a tornado 
or a landslide suct) as the one last 
fall that carried parts of Nicolet, 
Que., into the river. 

The welfare of people includes 
providing them with a place to 
sleep, A small town’s plan should 
includa a survey of the sleeping 
space available, remembering that 
in an emergency people can sleep 
in barns, lofts and garages as well 


as the guest room. e 
A small town’s civil defence 
plan, therefore, migit require 


stockpiling at a central point such 
welfare essentials as blankets, and 
foods, particularly dry-powdered 
milk and canned goods, 

While few small towns would 
have to worry about actually 
being hit by an H-bomb if war 
came, many would be effected by 
the dangerous radioactive fall-out 
from the bomb’s ‘blast. So the 
welfare planning could prove a 
boon to the small town’s own in- 
tabitants. For fall-out can con- 
taminate fresh vegetables, milk 
eggs and so on, Food in cans, 
however, is safe. 

Ordinary buildings’ provide a 
degree of protection from fell-out. 
Basements are ‘better and root 
cellars even safer. So a C.D. plan 


“|for a small town should include 


a survey of the fall-out shelter 
available, for its own residents as 
well as possible visitors from less 
fortunate areas. 

Because of the danger from fal- 
out, a small town’s C.D. plan 
stiould also include a_ trained 
monitoring service; tttat is persons 
with the necessary equipment for 
detecting the degree of danger 
from fall-out This requires train- 
ing and civil defence can provide 
that training. 

The small town C.D. plan 
shoud also include a communica- 
tions system. It must provide a 
means of warning the farmers 
around the town. 

Since to achieve maximum re- 
sults the ‘country’s civil defence 
organization must extend to every 
community, no matter how small, 
it is being set up, in provinces 
like Ontario, on an area basis, each 
area embracing a number of 


towns and communities that can 


help each other. 

But each town must still have 
its local 
ts efforts with those of the rest of — 
the area. 


Farm Safety Week 


Approved by an order-in-council 
passed by the provincial govern- 
ment, the week commencing Sun- 
day, July 22nd and ending Satur- 
day, July 28th, has been designated 
as Farm Safety Week in Alberta, 
As a result, the Alberta Safety 
Council has launched plans on a 
wide scale to make this an out- 
standing success, 

A total of 26,000 safety posters, 
leaflets, check lists on safety 
measures and proclamations will 
be distributed from the Alberta 
Safety Council offices in Edmon- 
ton to. safety councils, municipal 
district, town and village officials 
in promoting the campaign. 

The order-in-council says statis- 
tics compiled by the Alberta Safe- 
ty Council show that in 1955, 31 
persons of al] ages lost their lives 
from accidents arising from or in 
the use of tractors farm machines 
and animals. Also, the increased 
use of power mactinery tends to 
widen the risk of accidental death 
on farms. 

“It is desirabble that the at- 
tention of the public be directed to 
the extent and underlying causes 
of the preventable loss of life from 
unnecessory farm hazards and that 
& specific period of the year be set 
apart.and properly designated for 
the dissemination of information 
as to the best and most practical 
means for reducing the unneces- 
sary loss of life from farm ha- 
wards,” says the order-in-councl. 
“It is recommended to: all farm

residents of the province that at 
some time during Farm Safety 
Week, all farm dwellings buildings 
and machines be carefully inspec- 
ted by their occupants, owners 
and users and all conditions likely 
to promote or cause accidents on 
the farm be removed.” 

One result of the campaign is 
expected to be a better statistical 
report on farm acctfdents in Alberta 
possibly through the formation of 
a system of local reporting, in 
wisich the Alberta Safety Council 
would co-operate. Thus, there 
would be complete information on 
all types of farm accidents, 

Last year the farm tractor was 
involved in 22 deaths, ‘Three of the 
victims were little more than ba- 
bies, backed over by unwary op- 
erators. Two otiers were boys, 
driving tractors on roads in con. 
travention of provincial laws, An- 
other significant fact is that eight 
deaths, or 86 percent of the total, 
occurred in the mnnth of May,
